Impartial Tribunal, 


What is needed is a tribunal that 
is entitely impartial, to whom both 
parties may submit their disputes, 
and whose decision will be final and 
binding. 

When one contemplates the enorm- 


| ous costs of labor disputes that have 


occurred during the last quarter of a 
century, it is appalling. Great Brit- 
ain, the leader in voluntary arbitra- 
tion, has an average of from 800 to 
1,000 strikes annually at a cost to 
the country of some forty millions 
of dollars, France has an average 
of upwards of 500. Germany annu- 
ally settles about four per cent, of ite 
labor difficulties by arbitration, and 
there has been about 25,000 strikes 
in the United States in the last 26 
years, at a cost of some five hundred 
millions of doliars; while during the 
last ten or twelve years the country 
I have referred to, New Zealand, has 
had no stvikes, and so far as | have 
known the people are well satisfied.

ATTACKS SCHEME |CITY DEFINES. 
FOR IRRIGATION ITS POLICY 


SHUT DOWN FOR [COMMISSIONERS -

Montreal Member Declares Thet Works| ts Now Prepared to Meet Conadlan| Aiberta Milling Compony lave Six| Submit Report to the Council

Ottawa, Feb. 6—In the House last 
night McCarthy, of Calgary, intro- 
duced a resolution condemning the 
Government for having entered into 
the contract which it did with the 
Robin Irrigation company for the de- 
velopment of the tract of land in the 
neighborhood of Medicine Hat 

The minister of the interior said 
that though the regulations under 
which the area had been acquired 
by the Robins people had been in- 
auguorated previous to his accession 
to office and had since been cancel- 
led, the Government was bound to 
fulfil contracts to which it had con- 
ceded previously. would have to be 
carried out. 

Regarding the irrigation project as 
a business proposition he pointed cu, 
that the land in question had lain 
idle and without settlement for 20 
years, notwithstanding that two rail- 
ways crossed it. The Canadian Pa- 
cific railway had declined to take it 
either as a part of its land grant or 
for irrigation purposes. Experience 
has proved that the development of 
the territory could only be tndertak- 
en successfully by a large irrigation 
company that was in a position to 
take care of a project of the size 
necessary. By a contract entered into 
in 1902 between the Government and 
the Alberta Railway and Irrigation 
Co., the company undertook to irri- 
gate a part of the territory, and it 
was hoped that tie carrying out of 
this contract would do for Medicine 
Hat what the Canadian Pacific irri- 
gation projects were doing for Cal- 
gary. 

Roche, of Marquette, said that he 
had condemned the minister of in- 
terior for granting leases which clos- 
ed grazing lands and he condemned 
the present minister of interior for 
not having defended him in this. 

Knowles, of West Assiniboia, said 
that the ordinary homestead regula- 
tions would be useless as applied to 
the semi-arid area. Ranches in such 
tracts would only be developed if 
some certainty of possession be giv- 
en, Agriculture could be carried on 
only when sufficient capital could be 
secured to irrigate. If the oppori- 
tion had a quarrel at all it was with 
the Irrigation Act, and not with the 
administration of the act, 

Ames, of Montreal, cast aside the 
rule of his predecessors, and assailed 
the government for having made a 
contract with the irrigation company 
on the ground that it was improvi- 
dent, and that it wquld work out to 
the damage of the Medicine Hat dis- 
trict and the country generally. 

McIntyre, Strathcona, said the two 
first opposition speakers had shied 
from a resolution. It remained for 
the member for Montreal to urge thai, 
the development of the west should 
be retarded. It was easy for a Mon- 
treal member to propose to heap re- 
strictions on western progress, but 
not politically profitable for the 
member for Calgary. Bryson, North 
Toronto, produced a battery of pros- 
pective figures showing possible pro- 
fits, and condemned the government 
for not forseeing and preventing this. 

No Session Monday. 

Ottawa, Feb. 5.—Special.—Parlia-

The city council last night com: 
pleted what might be considered the 
formulation of the city’s policy to- 
wand the C. P. R. with regard to that 
company’s entrance to the city via 
the high level bridge,and, barring the 
arising of new features of difficulty, 
is now prepared to meet the repre- 
sentatives of the company. 

Briefly stated, the council has de- 
cided that it is prepared to give to 
the Canadian Pacific, in lieu of any 
liability which might be saddled on 
the city for property damage, a lump 
sum of $25,000, 

This was the only new feature de- 
veloped at last night’s meeting. 

Ald. Manson, Smith, Anderson, 
Gariepy and Picard were in favor of 
the motion which named $25,000 as 
the amount the city wuld give. 

Ald. Daly and McCauley were 
against naming any sum as the am- 
ount which the city should pay the 
company until the council was sure 
beyond peradventure that the city 
was liable for a part of the property 
damage and until a report could be 
had showing tie cost of the subway 
and overhead bridges, which the city 
was requiring the company to build. 

The other features of the city’s 
policy remain unchanged from the 
form in which the draft was adopted 
at the last previous meeting. The 
principal points of difference between 
the city’s draft ag it now stands and 
the “tentative” on which the city and 
the company formerly negotiated, is 
that the city will ask for a 100 foot 
subway on Jasper instead of 60, and 
that the bridges on all streets south 
of Jasper be. sufficiently substantial 
to carry street car traffic, instead of 
only MacKay. , 


FORT CLIMBS DOWN 


Ready to Deal With City on Telephone

Fort Saskatchewan has _ receeded

A report of the commissioners was 
read last night at the council, which 
said, in part, that Mr. McEvoy,man- 
ager of Fort Saskatchewan, had given 
his personal assurance that a favor- 
able consideration would be given 
Edmonton’s demand for a renewal of 
the franchise for a year at the same 
rate, failing which Edmonton would 
remove the Fort system. 

The commissioners and Ald. Picard 
were appointed a committee to go to 
the Fort council meeting Monday 
night and negotiate a settlement.

The following statisticsar elating to 
banking in Canada by Archibalé Blue, 
Dominion statistician, shows how the 
financial life currents has increazed in 
volume; 
| The statements of chartered banks 
‘show more emphatically perhaps than 
anything ehse the growth of the Do- 
minior{ in wealth and business affairs. 
In 1868 the paid up capital of banks 
was $30,507,447, and in 1905 it was $82,- 
655,828. But this increase in capital 
constituted only a small share of tho 
capacity of banks to carry on opora- 
for in t he same pericd the 
amounts on deposits grew from $23,653,- 
{594 to $531,243,476. and the assets of 
; banka also grew from $179,869 to $767,- 
490,183. The rest of reserve fu’id of the 
| banks which in 1896 wae $26,526,632, 
was in 1905 $66,474,124; and in 1834 
j(the first year in which this return was 
called for) it was only $18,149,193. 
‘These are large figures ‘but the re- 
cords of clearings are mors etriking.

tled by cheque. In 1905 the clearings

Cattle Breeders 
Association 


Toronto, Feb. 6—The Dominion 
Cattle Breeders’ Association met in 
the Palmer House this morning and 
considered the report of the executive 
and elected ocers. A lengthy dis- 
cussion took place about the regula- 
tion affecting the importation of live 
stock. A great many cattle are said 
to be imported into Canada free of 
duty which are not recorded in any 
Canadian books of records for the 
various breeds, some of the owners 
record them here, but 
others to record them in 
the foreign records. The term “‘pure 
bred’”’ should, the members agreed, 
refer to cattle registered in the Can- 
adien national records, which records 


afterwards 
continue 


now constitute a complete system 
and are authorized by the Federal 
Government. Moreover, cattle of 
low quality, recorded in books which 
are not recognized in the countries 
from which the animals come, were 
said to be brought into this country 
aud sold as pure bred cattle. A 
deputation consisting of the members 
of the stock associations, 
will likely wait on the Dominion 
Government to ask for a suspension 
of the regulations to prevent this.

TO VERMILION 


Fariherest Noth Wheat Grown in City 
Te-Jay From Peace River Country 


---Says Crops Were Fair and the: 


Milling Industry Flourishing Eight 
Hundred Miles North of Here 


Fred S. Lawrenoa who probably has 
the distinction of bein gthe far hea 
north wheat farmer in the world, is 


on Sunday night after a 70 mie trip 
in the open air by dog train, sleigh and 
etage. 

Mr. Lawrence left Vermilion on De- 
on Sunday night after a 70 mile trip 
during which he travellei every day, 
making an average of over 89 miles 
a day. From Vermilion to Peace Ri- 
ver Croasing, 0’ $00 miles, ho travel- 
led by dog train, making it in 11 days, 
travelling by the river and sleeping 
outi at night. He was accompanied’ by 
Gilbert MacKay, who is visiting his 
folks at Stoney Plain. 

Mr. Lawrence says that the lack cf 
@ trail between Peace River Crozsing 
and Vermilion ig one of the greatest 
handicaps from which the northern 
wheat’ belt suffera at the presen. time 

he is going to make representa- 
tiong to the Dominion Government such 
as he thinks should ineure the consiruc- 
tion without delay. 

Travelling, by the river which is th? 
only highway north of Peace River 
Croasing, the surveyei distanca to Ver- 
milion is 282 miles. But as the travel- 
ler in winter ‘nas to jog from jsice to 
wide of the river whenever he meets 
rough ice the winter trail 4s consider- 
ably over $00 miles, how much more 
depending altogether on how much 
rough ice there is. This, however, is 
not the worat feature. After .he mid- 
dle of October, when the river com- 
mences to freeze, there ie always a 
couple of months when the river is not 
aafe to trave! on for ithat length of 
time the mail do not care to 
viak their lives on the thin‘ic>. Conge- 
quently the Vermilion esttlers are 
without mail. When Mr. Lawrence 
left Vermilion on January 10th the lat 
papers they had were for the latter 
end of September, 

In the summertime, of courss, there 
$e no trouble because the boats are 
running regularly on the river and no 
one wants to travel “by land” at that 
Rime of the year anyway. 

Mr. Lawrence figures that, an cxren- 
diture of $15,000 would give the Vcrmil- 
fon country safe and sure communi- 
cation with the mouth all winter long. 
He estimates that an overland trail 
from the crossing could be built for 
that eum. In its general direction it 
would follow th® cOurse of the Peace 
River always in the valiey 
which is here 59 milea wide. The ap- 
proximate digtance this way would be 
200 miles, 100 miles shorter than by tha 
river. Besides being of good service 
to the Vermilion settlera it would open 
up a fine country. 

Mr. Lawrance reports that the wheat 
crop in the north waa very fair thie 
year, although they had trouble with 
amut. Unfortunately there was not 
sufficient blue stone brought into the 
country and the farmers suffered in 


consequence. 

Mr. Lawrerae believes that the Peace 
River country is going to Ue a fall 
wheat district. Twenty bushala wsre 
gown last stagon and they now have on 
hand a consignment sent in by the 
government which they intend to try 
next year. Mr. Lawrencs is interested 
in experimenting along agriculturai 
linea and makes regular reports to the 
local government. 

The flour milling business at Vermil- 
fon, he aays is in @ flourishing con- 
dition. The Hudson's Bay mill ts work- 
ing day and night, turning out 100 bar; 
rels every twenty-four hours They 
still have something like 300,000 bush- 
ela on hand, practically all of last 
year’s crop which will kesp them 
6rinuing for some time. 

Speaking of the fur trade, he said 
that it was not any too gooi tn the 
Vermilion country this year. The 
Winter hae bean unusually cold, the 
thermometer going down to 63 below

| sero, for which reason the trappers 
; could not work very well, and besides 
| that, the lynx are migrating south and 
weat toward the Rockies.

SUPERB HORSEMANSHIP, 

Some marvellous feats of horse- 
manship shown at Patiala recently, 
by: the Imperial Service Lancers 
seem to have made a deep impression 
on the members of the Viceregal par- 
ty and the numerous other European 
guests of the state. 

Four squadrons paraded to show 
what could be done with well trained 
horses under the excitement of ser- 
vice conditions. The first squadron 
in open order galloped past until they 
were almost in front of the Viceroy, 
and then in the twinkling of an eye 
dismounted and lay down. Horses 
that would not lie down voluntarily 
were thrown by a neat combined 
movement, A forefoot of the recalci- 
trant horse is lifted with one hand 
while the head of the horse is twist- 
ed round to the same side with the 
other hand, the effect being to pre- 
cipitate the weight of the animal 
where there is no support to bear it. 
Clumsily done, such a fall might in- 
jure a plunging charger, but as ex- 
ecuted by the practiced sowar the 
‘throw brings the horse softly on his 
flanks, and the rider has then only 
to keep the animal’s head close to 
the ground. Lying prone in_ the 
grass, neither horse nor rider offers 
an appreciable target to rifle fire even 
at but five hundred yards range. 

When the first squadron had thus 
sunk into the ground the second 
squadron galloped up to them, passed 
through them and lay down beyond 
them, becoming equally inconspicu- 
us, though in broad daylight with 
cloudless sunshine. Then up gal- 
loped the third squadron, and passed 
through the first and second squad- 
rons without hurting a single man, 
or beast, and lay down beyond both. 
Finally, the fourth squadron remain- 
ing where it was, disappeared into 
the ground also. 

When every horse lay stretched out 
and the whole field was silent and 
motionless a shrill whistle blew, and 
like a flash every sowar rose and 
stood astride over the body of his 
horse so as to be in the saddle with 
reins in hand at the instant the ani- 
mal regained its feet, Ere the sounds 
of the whistle had died away with its 
back to the Viceroy, rallying upon its 
leader,

TIME FOR TREE PLANTING, 

For the benetit of those who are 
particularly interested in tree plant- 
ing and fruit growing, Mr, W. T. 
Macoun, hoerticuiturist of the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
has prepared the following synopsis 
of bulletins rebating to these subjec' 

The most important part of it den!s 
with the question of fall versus spring 
planting of fruit trees, and the re- 
commendation is made to plant early 
in the spring rather than in the fall. 
This agrees with our own experience, 
for while fall planting ia successful 
where there is a long autumn, as in 
the milder parts of Canada, there is 
great danger of losing the trees where 
winter sets in early, and dry, cold 
weather lasts a long time. Trees 
are not dug in the nursery until Oc- 
tober, and it may be November _ be- 
fore they are delivered, in  conse- 
quence, there is little 
growth before winter sets in, and the 
trees are subjected to five or six 
months of cold weather, during which 
time there must be a great loss of 
moisture from evaporation, the  re- 
sult of which is that the trees fre- 
quently did or come through the win- 
ter in a very weakened . condition 
Hence, early apring planting is much 
to be preferred where there is a long, 
dry, cold winter. The importance 
of ordering trees early for planting in 
the following spring is dwelt on in 
this bulletin Too often farmers 
leave their orders until spring, with 
the result that they get the trees 
which were left after all the early 
orders have been filled, and may not 
Procure so good stock as if they or- 
dered early in the winter, and fur- 
thermore by the time the trees ar- 
rive it is almost too late to plant. 
Trees should therefore be ordered 
early in the winter, Befove the nur- 
seryman had such good accommoda- 
tion for storing trees during the win- 
ter, a good practice was to have the 
trees delivered in the fall and heel 
them in over winter, so as to have 
them for planting the first thing in 
the spring, but now this is not so ne- 
cessery. The importance of plant 
jug early is well summed up in these 
words: ‘Everything dependy on esr 
ly spring planting.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA ON THE 
BOOM. 


Preliminary Estimate of the Mineral 
Production Shows Increese of 
$4,000,000. 


Vancouver, Feb. 4—The annual re- 
turns of the mineral production of 
British Columbia during the past 


year show an increase of over $4,000,- | 


000, The estimated production — is 
$26,390,000. These figures are, of 
at this date merely approxi- 
mate, full returns from all sources 
not being yet to hand; but they are 
compiled by the provincial minér- 
nlogist, Mr. William Fleet Robertson, 
probably the last man in the pro- 
vinee to make the mistake of exag- 
erating values for the sake of pro- 
ducing a favorable showing. 

Compared with the official figures 
for 1905, Mr. Robertson’s estimate is 
as follows

Copper holds the best record for 
1906, its value having increased prac- 
tically 20 per cent. Of the metals, 
lead comes next with 13 per cent.; 
silver follows with 11.6 per cent., and 
gold with 3 per cent. Coal shows an 
increase of 10 per cent., 
laneous products 37 1-2 per cent. The 
only mineral product in which there 
was a falling off, was coke. This was 
caused by the strike at Fernie, now 
settled, which tied up the Kootenay 
mines for a couple of months. Had 
this trouble not occurred the mineral 
output of the province would have 
reached the $30,000,000 mark, 

Commenting on these figures the 
provincial mineralogist laid consid- 
erable stress on the fact that the 
great increase in the value of the ore 
returns for 1906 over those of 1905 
was by no means wholly due to the 
great advance in price which some of 
the metals, notably copper, have 
shown On the contrary, said Mr. 
Robertson, the tonnage output of the 
various ores shows, with little excep- 
tion, a notable and satisfactory in- 
crease; the, exact figures {& which 
will appear in the report of the min- 
ister of mines for the year 1906, which 
will shortly make its appearance.

Lake Superior’s 
Great Orc Season 


| The last year has been a very pros- 


percus one for the Lake Superior iron | 


region, as their output approximates 
32,400,000 tons of ore, which is far 
grerter than any previous one in the 
history of this district. 

Everything seems to have gone on 
well. Mining has been prosecuted 
ut an unprecedented scale, the supply 
of inbor bas been greatly increased, 
the waves paid have been the highest 
in recent years, and no better prices 
have been received for the products 
since 1900. 

The year has been a peaceful one, 
very few labor troubles taking place 
tc retard production, and these were 
very insignificant and easy of adjust- 
ment, a cordiality existing between 
employer and employee that augurs 
we!’ for a continuance of the pret 
pleasant relations. Much has been 
done to make the lives of the miners 
comfortable, including the estaolish- 
of an admirable insurance rod 
pension system, hospitals,cozy am 
comfortable homes for the miners, 
i beavies, club rooms, good seho+ls, 
ete. An increase of nearly 10 per 
cent, in the wages has been announe- 
ed. 

The number of mines on the ship- 
ping list has greatly increased, ‘or 
whereas there were 104 in 1901, 183 
in 1902, 142 in 1903, 135 in 1904 and 
143 in 1905, the number has now in- 
creased to 160. There has been a 
great clearing up of the huge pil2s 
of ore which were created in some 
cases many years ago, and hurrows 
of lean ore, hitherto considered worth- 
less, have met with the same fate, 
considerable quantities having been 
recently mined. Properties long idle 
are now being exploited, and explora- | 
tion is going on for new supplies, all | 
departments of mining work meeting 
with unparalleled activity. | 

During the past season the United | 
States Steel Corporation has shipped 
between twenty and twenty-one mil- 
lion tons of ore, or approximately 56 
per cent. of the total. In 1905 it 
mined 18,783,221 tons, or 54.6 per cent. 
of the whole; in 1904, 11,197,843 tons, 
or 51.3 per cent.; in 1908, 13,485,597 
tons or 55.5 per cent., and in 1902, 
16,136,787 tons or 58.5 per cent. of the 
entire Lake Superior production. 

The best producer was the Steel 
Corporation’s mountain iron mine, 
which sent out a total of 22,541,785 
gross tons, the greatest amount ever 
produced by a single property in any 
part of the world. This great mine 
has been in operation since 1892, and 
since that time, not taking into ac- 
count the single cargo of 4,245 tons 
shipped in the opening season, it has 
sent out 314,808,654 tons, which is a 
world’s record when age is taken into 
consideration.

LIMIT FOR TRAIN MEN. 

By an almost unanimous vote the 
United States senate has passed the 
bill placing a limit upon the number 
of hours railroad employes may work 
without rest. The limit is placed at 
16 hours, with 10 hqurs of rest to fol- 
low.. The enforcement of the law is 
placed in the hands of the inter-state 
commerce commission and the federal 
courts, the penalty provided being a 
fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000. The act is to apply to 
trains doing an interstate or foreign 
commerce business, 

The bill no doubt will find favor 
in the house, and public sentiment 
will’ approve its enactment. The 
railroad interests opposed the mea- 
sure, but fortunately that opposition 
was not permitted to count. Many 
accidents on the rail in recent years 
have been directly traceable to keep- 
ing men on duty too long. The re- 
cords show that train and other em- 
ployes in places of responsibility 
have been. kept at work 90, 30 and 
even longer hours at a stretch. This 
is not habitual, of course, but under 
the present system it is apt to hap- 
pen almost any time, and when it 
does happen there is always the pos- 
sibility that exhausted nature will 
overlook the points that are essential 
to the safety of the travelling public. 
The enactment of a law against such 
practices ought not to work any great 
hardship upon the railroads, 


by legislation in the states.
